The firſt Epiftle to 
Timotby,is thus ſubſcribed : the firſt to Timothy was writ- 
ten from Lavdices,which is the chiefeſt City of Plays Pa- 
catiana. Here we demand, whether Paul when he writ 
the firſt Epiſtle to Timotiy, was aſſured he ſnould live to 
write a ſecond, which was written long after? And if 
not; How comes it to he ſubſeribed, the firſt to Timothy, 
which hath relation to a ſecond ? Beſides, the Epiſtle is 
faid to be writ from Loadicea, whereas Beæa in his Anno- 
tations proves apparently, that it was written from (A- 
cedania; to which opinion Baronins and Serrarin ſub- 
ſeribe. leis added tethe chiefiſ ity of Phrygia Pa- 
catiana. But this Epithete is no where tead in the Writers 
of thoſe ages, ſaĩth Bexa, Sed apud recentiores illocs, qui 
Romani imperii jam inclinantis provincias deſcripſerut.
